It is regarded' as rather re- 
markable, when supplier of <jpke are 
very nearly equal to the total require- 
ments of the blast furnaces as a 
whole, that there should not be more 
coke ottered in the open market. It

production has increased'the coke hafc I 
been: applicable 'to existing contracts. 
So "lar as known, all contracts that 
were made for,this year at all were I 
made for the whole year. It is the j 
general testimony of the trade 'that I 
there are no contracts expiring the 
middle of this year, except in the case j 
of foundry coke and possibly a few 
cafi^s of contracts not made at fiat' 
prices, but made either at the open 
market at time of shipment or on a 
sliding scale referable to the market 
price of basic pig iron. There are 
some such sliding scale pig iron con- 
tracts in existence, but it Is not cer- 
tain' that any of them expire next 
month. 


One thine that has k<ipt coke from 


appearing in the open market is the 
fact ;that consumers ai a rule are 
quit* indisposed to ask producer) to 
curtail or stop shipments when they 
find! they are receiving a little more 
thaa\ is currently needed. In times 
pant consumer! were quite prompt in 
such caaei.v the supplying of a few 
extra cars

igsve. instructions as to curtailment 
that would eventually stop the ship- 
ment of a great many more cars than 
tie excess. 


Witk the orokmged famine in coke 


tne common attitude, of a. furnace wjth 
an excess "of receipts is to take the 
extra' coke gladly s.nd stock it.- The 
extra-expen»e of bancftng is very 
small comjared with the loss that 
would ensue from, a shortage later. I 
practically all the furnaces have had 
sad experiences in the winter from 
high corta due to irregular operation. 
There is even some thought of ac- 
cumulating stocks later on against in- 
terruptions In traffic ta the winter. 


Close observers of the car situation 


express the belief that the railroads 
have not put any additional cars in 
the coke service for several weeks 
past, and that any improvement that 
jccurs in ear supplies is due entirely 
.o the cars moving more rapidly, so 
_hat they make the round trip ia some- 
•iing like the time they used to re- 
luire. The movement Is still slow, 
ind it is probable thai if the cars 
noved as rapidly" as In normal times 
here -would be entirely satisfactory

FUR ADMINISTRATION | 
DETERMINED TO ENFORCE 
CLEAN COAL REGULATION! 


State Bsreau of Mixes Cooperating 


by FarniahlBg Beporta an Co»- 


. ditlonj ii the Mines. 


The Fuel Administration is deter- 


mined to make its campaign for clean 
coal effective. To accomplish that end 
every facility at the command of the 
administration la to be employed. 
The cooperation of the bureaus of 
mines of the several states has been 
secured and instructions have been 
issued to the inspectors to make spe- 
cial reports on conditions m the mines 
39 they affect the loading of coal. 


In addition the coal Inspection de- 


partment of the Fuel Administration 
is now fully organized and in opera- 
tion. 
Thus there are checks upon 


both the mining and the loading of 
coal which will promote the purposes 
of the campaign. 


To make the Inspection of coal load- 


ing still more effective additional or- 
ders have been issued by the Fuel Ad- 
ministration investing the district as- 
sistants with full authority, to be ex- 
ercised through the inspectors, to con- 
demn, all consignments ot coal which, 
in their opinion are not merchantable. 


Coal producers have been warned 


of 
the precautions that 
are 
beiug 


token to insure the loading of clean 
coal. 
For most part operators are 


giving hearty cooperation to th.e gov- 
ernment but some of the smaller and j 
newer producers are slow to take step 
in a strict 6bserva-ice of the regula- 
tions. It is this group that will re- 
ceive the more diligent attention from 
the inspector whose orders are ex- 
plicit and whose authority is ample 
to deal with the situation. 


NO COKE TO NEW ENGLAND 


Fnonjrh Miwlf There to Supply Needs 


of Foundries and Domestic Users. . 
An order has been issued by the 


Undted' States Fuel Administration 
discontinuing Uie shipment" of .coke 
manufactured in the New England 
states to points outside thereof^ except 
to Albany, Cohoes, Greea Island, .and 
Troy, N. Y. At the same time the 
order prohibits the shipment into the 
New England States of coke, except 
petroleum coke and crushed coke for 
domestlB purposes, from the states of 
Maryiancl, New Jersey, 
New York, 


Pennnyl rania and West Virginia. " 


The Fuel Administration has ascer- 


tained that sufficient coke is manufac- 
tured in the New England States to 
supply rail local foundry 
coke de- 


mands, and to provide some tonnage 
for domestic use and" water-gas plants. 


The purpose d-f the order is to-elim- 


inate the long haul of coke Jo New 
England from points outside and to 
recKice as much as. possible the fuel 
shortage In thai territory.

sprouts produce a large number of 
small heads, these heads beUig form- 
ed in the ludls of the leaves. If the i 
heads become too crowded, the leaves' 
should be broken off so as to give the:

leaves should always be left in the | 
top of the stem wbere the. new heads i 
are belaff formed. Brussels sprouts 
are more hardy than cnbbage and In 
miiny. secHoas may be> planted In tlie • 
fall. They should be set in rows 301 
to 36 Inches apart If for horse culti- 
vation. Tbe plants should be set from 
20 to 24 Inches apart in the rows. 


Brussels sprouts may be stored for 


winter use in much the same way as 
cabbage. The best method is to talto 
up the plants, pack them closely to- j 
getuer in a trench, covering them with i 
straw or other litter to protect them' 
from freezing and thawing.—C. S. Do- 
partment of Agriculture.

Xost o£ us think clay is something 


as commoun and abundant ae sand or 
gravel 
Consequently it comes as a 


surprise to be told by tile shipping 
boarc committee on miaecai imports 
and eiports in Washington, that even 
in this day of great shortage of ocean 
going ships we have to import from 
England e.ery year 200,000 to ?260,000 
long tons of clay 
Last year we im- 


ported more than 350,000 tons over the 
ocean. 


Purtiermore a great part of this 


clay comes over in steamers loaded 
full and the rest in big steamers load- 
ed with clay up to 50 per cent and 
more of tbeir maximum carrying 
capacity These ships put into Powey, 
England for their freight To get this 
clay on -ind off the boats requires ten 
days on aach. careo 
4n insignificant 


percentage of the clay is shipped as 
ballast 
This represents small lo^ 


loaded into big liners ai Liverpool 
But it will be seen that the importa- 
tion of English clay consumes an im- 
portant amount of ship tonnage 
measured m days time lost because 6f 
natural delays incident to the trans- 
port 0£ this freight 


"Way do our manufactureris I>ay the 


high freight rates now necessary in 
order to obtain an article like clay 
from England' , There is, as -we all 
know, an abundance of clay m this 
country 
A great deal of high grade 


clay is produced here, and of a char- 
acter suitable for pottery porcelains 
and other articles, which require clays 
of special excellence in their manu- 
facture 
But not much over half at 


clay of this grade that our mdustiies 
require is domestic. When war broke 
out in 19W only a third of it was do- 
mestic 
We have not been, able to 


develop and equip our deposits fast 
enough to make these English clay 
imports nnnecessary 
In fact it is 


doubtful whether, we will produce as 
modi high, grade clay in 1&18 as we 
did in 1917. Oar manufacturers want 
the clay but they can not get any- 
where near as much as they want The 
reduced output is due to railroad and 
operating conditions, and it is not re- 
lated to the character or size of the 
deposit* which are capable of large 
production 


Domestic producers do not mine 


their clay quite as cleanly as their 
English competitors 
Nor is the do- 


mestic clay as uniform in character 
It wlH not bring the high pr'ces paid 
for English clay But more could be 
sold if it could be produced and car- 
ried to its marfcet 
Still more could 


be marketed if cleaner, tuore uniform

clay were produced. lor in that ei ent 
the consiiTOers .wouid use a greater 
percentage of domestic and corres- 
pondingly less Entlisi. clay in their 
iniitures

upon English clav continues We must 
rely on English clay as a chief ingre- 
dient of the dishes »e eat from, the 
paper in. our books and magazines the 
porcelain m otar electric light sockets 
and half a dozen olier articles of less 
general use 


Fortunately it is a fact that far less 


English clay is necessary to proper 
manufacture of paper than ic now 
used Besides domestic clay there are 
many other substances 
of domestic 


orig>ii that could be used in the body, 
not the finish, of ttiis paper Also 
over half of the English, clay we use 
is consumed in makmg paper So that 
i' a shortage of English, clay should 
de\elop it would not be highly seri- 
ous until the shortage became very 
great, until there was only a half ot 
the normal supply or less available.
